policemen, the

women passengers into a panic. 


The meeting of the afternoon took 


place at .Beck's and Germania halls, 
•where the determination to fight to 
the end- was expressed-,' and where" an" 
appeal was made to the public not to 
ride on the cars. Mrs. R. L> Hawkins 
•who spoke, to''the men, wept as she 
related the sufferings 
she had en- 


dured since her husband's dismissal, 
and through her tears urged to strik- 
ers to stand fast. 


The parade in which 
there were 


several women, attacked a car and 
smashed the windows. They went to 
Chestnut street, attacked another car 
broke the windows and injured sev- 
eral women passengers, who were 
hurt in their panic stricken efforts to 
escape from the car.

Interpretation of Legislative Acts by 


State Fish and Game Commission 
Chief Warden Speaks Writes About 
the Laws. 


The law? of Oh?r> r<?!at?ng to bir 


fish and game have caused more or 
less conflict between hunters, anglers 
»nd commercial fishermen and the 
state, because of a lack of knowledge 
on the part of the people generally of 
the fish and game laws. 


The Commissioners of Fish anc 


Game are Paul North, president, of 
Cleveland; D. W. Greene of Dayton 
Thomas B. Paxton of Cincinnati, Geo 
W. McCook of Steubenville, and 3. F 
Rankin of South Charleston. 
They 


have appointed as officers of the com 
mission Geo. C. Blankner, secretary, 
and General J. C. Speaks, chief war- 
den. 


General J. C. Speaks, chief warden, 


has prepared for this paper the fol- 
lowing article discussing the laws now 
on the statute books and commenting 
on the work of the commission: 


It is the desire of the commission 


and those interested in the great sub- 
ject of preservation and protection of 
fish and game to make this depart- 
ment free from 
all 
criticism. 
It 


•hould be no dishonor to serve as a

deputy. Those persons associated with, 
this "branch of the state government 
should not be subjected to unjust crit- 
icism. Of course the minds of sports- 
men hark back to ye olden days when 
the hunter or fisherman could roam 
at will in the woods or along banks 
of streams and take any game that 
came into sight. But nowadays there 
must be protection to game, else it 
would not oe long until the country 
was wholly depleted, not only of game 
but of songsters 
and 
insectivorous 


birds as well. The rights of the land- 
owners must also be considered, since 
it is doubtless true that without tho 
owner's consent 
no person has the 


right to unter upon the lands of an- 
other for the purpose of hunting. 
. It is true that there is cause for 
complaint against the section of the 
fish and game laws which provides 
that deputy wardens shall gain their 
compensation from fines collected in 
court proceedings. No doubt ia some 
Instances deputy wardens bring ac- 
tione on technical grounds that would 
not reach the courts if their pay di(f 
not depend on the fund accumulated 
from these fines. 


The commission may ask for legis- 


lation tbis winter that will make the 
department self-sustaining. If a gun 
license law were enacted the receipts 
•would more than take care of the ex- 
pense of the commission and the en- 
fdreement of law. A tax of $1 per 
year for each gun used would create a 
fund of close to $25,000, for it is con- 
servatively estimated that there are 
85,000 hunters in Ohio. 


Any duly authorized police officer, 


any sheriff or any constable may make 
arrests. 
Usually when an arrest is 


made conviction is sure to follow. It is 
dangerous even to carry a gun in fields 
or woods during the closed season. As 
a matter of fact an arrest is seldom 
made unless evidence of guilt is con- 
sidered incontrovertible. 


The law calls for more than a fine. 


Confiscation of the gun or device un- 
lawfully used is demanded. 
Section 


1 of the law reads: 


Seizure of Guns. 


Section 1. Any gun. net, seine, boat, 


trap or other device whatever used In the 
unlawful taking, catr-hing or killing of 
birds, fish or game, is hereby declared to 
be a public nuisance and shall, upon 
lawful siezure by any warden or police 
officer, be deemed forfeited to the state; 
and it shall be the duty of every "warden 
or other police officer, to seize any such 
property and institute proceedings for its 
forfeiture, as provided in section eight of 
this act. When any such gun, net, seine, 
boat, trap or other device is seized and 
condemned, as provided in the next suc- 
ceeding section hereof, the cost of such 
proceeding shall be adjudged against the 
owner or the user thereof at the time 
of seizure, if known, which judgment 
•hall be the first lien upon his property, 
•nd against which lien no exemption can 
be claimed. 
* * » 


This season perhaps 100 cases for 


Infractions of these laws have been 
Instituted. It is the policy of the com- 
mission to bring no case unless there 
Is almost certain chance of a convic- 
tion. As far as possible technical vio- 
lations of minor importance are not 
heeded. 


Section 8 is an important portion 


Of the law. It should be given careful 
reading bjr all citizens/ for it concern? 
Ike dutr of the officers of law. sot1 


upon them depends the success of tbe 
department. 
Section & reads: 


Soc. S. When 
any 
gun, net, seine, 


boat, trap or ot'icr device is seized as 
provided in section seven of this act, :t 
shall be the duty of the warden or other 
officer seizing it. to safely keep such 
property in his possession, or under his 
control, ana to institute, -within three 
days, in the proper court of the county 
wherein such property is seized, proceed- 
ings for its condemnation and forfeit- 
ure. « • * If the court or jury shall 
find, by a preponderance of the evidence, 
that the property at the time of its 
seizure, was being used In violation of 
law. the court shall adjudge the property 
forfeited,, and shall rendei^judgement 
against the owner or user •jfciercof, for 
the costs, and shall order the property 
turned over to the commissioners of fish 
and game, to be by them sold at such 
time and place as they shall deem best, 
and the proceeds thereof covered into the 
SbLLiu i.rCo.i'tAi'y tis piuviu^u i>^ ioAv. 
l>ui 


if the court or jury shall find that the 
property, at the time of its seizure, was 
not being used in violation of the law, 
the court shall order the property re- 
leased. A writ of error may be prose- 
• cuted by the officer or person filing the 
complaint, or by the owner or user of the 
property seized, to review the judgement 
and order of the court In forfeiting the 
property, or in ordering 'its release, to 
the court of common pleas, circuit court, 
and supreme court, in the same manner 
as writs of error are prosecuted in other 
civil causes. But if the owner or person 
so unlawfully using the property at the 
time of its seizure, shall be arrested and 
shall plead guilty, and shall confess that 
the property seized was at the time of 
its seizure, being used by him in viola- 
tion of law, in such case it shall not be 
necessary to Institute a. proceeding to 
forfeit the same, but the court before 
whom the- offender has pleaded guilty, 
shall, in imposing sentence, further order 
and adjudge that the property so seized 
be forfeited to the state. 


Section 9 relates to the jurisdiction 


of officers. 
Any justice of the peace, 


mayor or police judge, within his 
county, shall have final jurisdiction 
in all prosecutions for the violation of 
any of the fish and game laws. 


Section 10, relating to evidence and 


imprisonment, is important. It reads: 


evidence, Imprisonment, Etc. 


Sec. 10. The finding of any gun, net, 


seine, boat, trap or other device set, 
maintained, or in use. in violation of any 
law relating to the protection, preserva- 
tion or propagation of birds, fish or game, 
shall be prima facie evidence of the guilt 
of the person owning, using or making 
claim to the same; and the finding of 
any birds, fish or game, unlawfully in 
the possession of any person, shall be 
prima facie evidence of the guilt of such 
person. * * * In every case of con- 
viction, the cost of prosecution, and of 
condemnation shall, in addition to the 
fine imposed, "or forfeiture declared, be 
adjudged against the person convicted, 
or the owner or user of the property 
condemned. Whenever, upon conviction, 
the person fails to pay the fine and costs 
Imposed upon him, or execution issued 
is returned unsatisfied, he shall be com- 
mitted to the jail of the county or to 
some workhouse 'and shall there be kept j 
confined one day for each one dollar fine 
and costs adjudged against him, and he 
shall not be discharged or released there- 
from by any board or officer, except upon 
payment of the portion of the fines and 
costs remaining unserved, or upon the 
order of the commissioners of fish and 
game. 
All fines, penalties, and forfeit- 


ures 
arising from 
prosecutions, con- 


victions, confiscations, or otherwise (un- 
less otherwise directed by the com- 
missioner 
cf 
fish 
and 
game) 
shall 


be paid by the oilier before whom 
the prosecution is had or by whom the 
fine is collected, to the president of the 
commissioners of fish and game, and 
by him paid into the state treasury to 
the credit of a fund which is herebv ap- 
propriated for the use of the commis- 
sioners.

The protection of song birds is a 


subject that is being discussed widely. 
Ohio is well to the front with a law 
on this important subject. Section 12 
gives absolute protection to songsters. 
The only exception Is that wheq 
proper application is made to the com- 
missioners a permit may be issued for 
the killing of such birds for scientific 
purposes only.
